The Office Action slates that: "[i]n the instant case, it would be possible to form a second 
tape to the encapsulant prior to the step of adhering to the first side of the lead frame," 

The Examiner's proposed modification to the claimed method is not understood. Neither 
the semiconductor package recited in claim 1 nor the method of claim 5 recite forming "a second 
tape to the encapsulant." 



Both the claimed method and product require forming an encapsulant for encapsulating 
"the lead frame with the outer leads being exposed, wherein a cavity is formed in the encapsulant 
for exposing the die pad and the inner leads on the first side of the lead frame, allowing a 
semiconductor chip and bonding wires to be received in the cavity" (claim 1, second paragraph; 
claim 5, second paragraph). Claim 5 recites additional steps which are similar to corresponding 



limitations of claim 1. 



Therefore, the Examiner has failed to satisfy the burden of showing that the product 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process.
